Sir Starr Jameson, now in England 
tor the benefit of his héalth, is a won- 
erful example of the seli-made man. 
Thirty years ago he sailed to Ca 
Colony. to set up as a doctor... In 
Kimberley he shared rooms with an- 
other young man, and few thought 
that this ordinary young couple were 
destined in the future to make history. 
Dr. Jameson afterwards became the 
jeading man in the colony, whilst his 
companion was Cecil Rhodes. 

Dr. Jameson does not boast much 
in stature, but what he lageks in inches 
he makes up in pluck. He once kept 
back, single-handed, a wild mob out-

Dr, J@meson has himself seen the 
inside of a prison, not, cs one Might 
expect, during an inspection—but as 
a convict. Some years back he was 
sentenced to fifteen months’ imprison- 
ment, and he has, therefore, the dis- 
tinction of being the only’ Prime Min- 
ister who has worn prison garb.

Sueb a 
tree will require severe pruning the 
following spring to get it into proper 
form, A too severe winter pruving js 
what we wish tu uvoid ip young pea-h 
trees, as it promotes vegetative growth 
aud delays fruit production. Summer 
pruning has the opposite effect, and 
iomtead of forcing out still more vege- 
tative prowth its tendency is to check 
the Wee und fo promote fruit pearing.

An. Effective Fly Trap. 

Every garbage can and swill barrel 
can be converted into a fly trap if the 
device invented by Dr. Cliften F. 
Hodge of Clark university biological 
department be udopted, 

Tbe cap or barrel is fitted with a 
loose cover which permits the flies to 
enter. Aft the top of the cover is an 
opening jeading to a wire screen fly 
trap. and it is a peculiar fact that 
most of the flies entering the can in 
search of food will choose to make 
their exit at the top of the can and 
thus go to their death tv the trap.

Few. persons realize to what extent 
fungous troubiex are robbing the fruit 
grower and farmer of the profits of 
hig iabor. Spray. 

in the absence of a beavy fruit yield 
in the peach orchard pruping should,be 
done to insure oew growth of wood 
for future fruiting. 

Remember that there is no fertilizer 
for the gurden that compares with 
well rotted buroyard manure. Appl 
cation may be made any time during

Board flours ure expensive, short 
lived, cold if up off the ground and 
make the worst Kind of rat harbors, 
Rats-may be kept out by packing sand 
or cinders to the top of the joiata be 
fore Inying the floor, but thexe mate 
Tials are often wo expensive to be 
used for this purpose, It js still bard 
for many farmers to get rid of the no- 
tion that anything is good enough for 
a hog. Yet there is ho animal on the 
farm which requires better protection 
from cold than the bog, none for whivn 
a good bed is more necessary und 
none 80 much in need of sunshine as 
the little pig. The borse and the cow 
buve good coats of hnir, even a caif 
or a colt when left in the cold is pro- 
vided with n good fur coat, the bens 
fenthers are the best of protection 
against cold, but the hog hus almost 
nothing between dis skin and the 
weather. 

One of the first requisites for suc- 
cess witb hogs is a shelter where 
young pigs can be kept warm and 
well supplied with sunshine and fresh

air, A little pig takes cold very easily 


and recovers slowly if at all. To pre 
vent taking cold he must be kept 
dry, warm, away from drafts and pro- 
vided with fresh air. 

A little pig joves sunshine and needs 
it almost as much as he. needs food, 
No piegery is fit ror the purpose un- 
less it admits direct sunshine op to the 
floor of every pen at the tine the 
pigs are farrowed. furnishes plenty of 
fresh air and provides for exercixe in 
the open air. Dryness, sunshine, 
warmth, fresh air, freedom from 
drafts and exercise are of primary im- 
portance in raising pigs. These se 
cured, the battle is balf won. In put- 
ting up buildings the six requirements 
just mentioned must be kept constant- 
ly in mind. Not one can be neglected, 

Whitewarbing the foside of the 
bouse is un excellent practice. Besides 
gving a long way toward disinfecting, 
it Increases the light materially, When 
the sunshine strikes a whitewashed 
wall couch of it is reflected to the 
floor and does a great deal of good. 
Dark bouses which must be used will 
be much improved by whitewashing.

Trap nests are not expensive, but 

they are very essential to the wel) di- 
rected poultry farm, by using trap 
nests you cab keep a record of the 
eggs. 
‘The profit in poultry raising for 
market ijies in batching eariy, pushing 
the chickens forward as rapidiy as 
possible and marketing them eurly io 
the season. 

[t will nor do to allow ducks to share 
the common jot of poultry in generai— 
not that they require more attention, 
but rather a different manner of 
handling and feeding.
